White Biography 

White has lived in Greenbelt 
for the past 32 years, residing 
at 8 Woodland Way with his 
wife, Helen, and family for the 
last 25 years. 

A native Washingtonian, he 
was educated in the parochial 
school system there, gradua f; ng 
from Gonzaga College High 
School in 1953. After attending 
Georgetown University for one 
year, he enlisted in the U.S. Navy 
and served for five years as a 
Medical Corpsman. 

In 1959 he enrolled at the 
University of Maryland, moving 
with his family to Greenbelt. In 
1962 he earned a B.S. degree in 
microbiology and has worked for 
almost 30 years in the field of 
medical products. For the past 
15 years he has been employed 
by the Pharmaceutical Manu¬ 
facturers Association, where he 
is Associate Vice President for 
Manufacturing and Quality Con¬ 
trol. 


White began his active com¬ 
munity service in 1962 when he 
served with the Greenbelt Jay- 
Cees, the Citizens for a Planned 
Greenbelt, and various commit¬ 
tees and elective offices in 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI). 
He served on the GHI Audit 
Committee for three years, the 
GHI Board of Directors for four 
years, and served as treasurer 
of GHI during 1973-74. He was 
one of the founders of the 
Greenbelt Save Our Community 
Committee (SOCC). SOCC was 
instrumental in preventing the 
location of a planned three- 
school complex on Parcel 1 west 
of the Baltimore - Washington 
Parkway, 

White was first elected to the 
City Council in 1973 and has 
served nine terms* While on the 
council he participates in county, 
regional, state, and national or¬ 
ganizations dealing with munici¬ 
pal affairs.

136, Citizens for Greenbelt, and 
the Greenbelt Consumer Coop¬ 
erative- He is a charter member 
and former president of the 
Eleanor and Franklin Roosevelt 
Democratic Club. He was ap¬ 
pointed by council to serve on 
the Board of Greenbelt Access 
Television (GATE), an organi¬ 
zation formed to promote com¬ 
munity access on cable televis¬ 
ion. An avid Redskins fan, White 
has worked as a Redskins usher 
for the past 32 years. In 1988, 
he retired from the U.S. Naval 
Reserve after 34 years of ser¬ 
vice.

Dear Fellow Greenbelters: 

With a very heavy heart, I 
announce that I will not seek 
reelection to City Council in No¬ 
vember, The rigors associated 
with my new post as chief exe¬ 
cutive officer of the National 
Health Council have been enor¬ 
mously time-consuming and I 
see no let-up in sight any time 
soon. Believing firmly that fam¬ 
ily must always come first, I 
will not permit the growing 
strains of juggling my profes¬ 
sional career and public service 
to reduce the quality of our 
home life. 

I love this city and its peo¬ 
ple, however, so my decision was 
emotion-filled- I am very proud 
of my three terms on Council 
and what has been accomplished. 
In 1985, I first ran and won 
while serving a s co-chair of Citi¬ 
zens for the Bond Issue- During 
my tenure on City Council, 
Greenbelt has, among many oth¬ 
er things, acquired more than 
270 acres of open space, con¬ 
structed a new police station, 
refurbished the outdoor pool and 
built a state-of-the-art indoor 
pool, revitalized the Roosevelt 
Center, and begun the develop¬ 
ment of a new 42-acre Green- 
belt East park (which I regret 
did not get underway sooner).

Nobody is going to believe the plot of the current play, 
“Heaven Can Wait,” presented by the Greenbelt Arts Cen¬ 
ter. But that's all right. Even the classical theorist Aris¬ 
totle excused comedy from having to adhere to the rules of 
probability. If you accept the play's premise that a soul is 
taken off prematurely to what might be called the heavenly 
sorting station, and that the folks up there have to find 
some way to rectify the error, then you're in for an even¬ 
ing's fun. 


As Joe Pendleton, a New Jer¬ 
sey prize fighter, erstwhile saxo¬ 
phone player, and pilot of small 
planes, David Wilson pulls .us 
into the early frustrations for 
this homeless soul whose urgent 
need is to find an unoccupied 
body. When he accepts tempor¬ 
arily a wealthy but sickly bank¬ 
er’s situation, Joe’s obsession 
with bodily conditioning (com¬ 
plete with punching bag, exer¬ 
cise bike, and weight-lifting 
equipment in the living room 
and plenty of workouts by the 
indefatigable Wilson) nonplusses 
the banker’s wife (played by 
Rachel Spaght) and her oily 
lover (John D. DiMeo), who 
thought they had successfully 
murdered her husband.

The Arts Center group must 
be commended for the creative

While a 
comfortable seating space for 
the audience, the auditorium 
lacks both a stage curtain and 
much backstage room. In this 
production, which at the begin¬ 
ning requires a large cast of 
recently departed souls to take 
their heavenly assignments, di¬ 
rector Marie Tousignant had 
them seat themselves in the front 
rows of a roped-off area at one 
side, from which they could walk 
forward one by one as their 
names were called.
